Owing to certain conflicting 
reports having been circulated 
among the brethren by publica- 
tion and otherwise relating to 
the amount of damage the Breth- 
ren church building of our city 
has sustained from this sad dis- 
aster, we desire that yon publish 
the following for the information 
of tbe Brethren churches gener- 
ally, some of which bave already 
come to our assistance with 
Christian liberality. After the 
debris witbiu and around tbe 
church was cleared away to aome 
extent, we made as tborougb an 
investigation of the damage done 
as possible and eeti mated tbe 
cost of repairing at from $1000 
to $1500. Our pastor, Bro. Ritt- 
gere, was instructed accordingly 
and soot forth to appeal to our (Christ 
sister churches to come to our re- 
lief. The members here can do 
very little, as many ot our homes 
are washed away and nearly all 
of our household goodB are de- 
stroyed. 

Some persons who bave visited 
the church during the last week 
>avo oxpreaned a fear that our 
estimate ot loss is too low ; others 
consider it about just, and no 
one who has closely examined 
the building considers it too 
high, Tbe brick layers are now 
at work upon the wall and they 
require 20,000 bricks to rebuild 
it. These alone are worth about 
$200 in this city ; including the 
labor of laying the same, making 
and setting the window frames, 
tbe wall alone will cost fully 
$500. All of the ceiling of the 
lower story, as wall as several 
sections of the walls above and 
below will require replastering. 
The floor is broken up and all of 
the windows in the lower room 
and several in the upper room 
are destroyed. Many of the seats 
and other turn ture are wrecked 
in pieces. 

We herewith append the cer- 
tified statement of a competent 
contractor and builder who is not 
a member of our church nor in- 
terested in the work ot repairing. 

Every dollar donated for the 
repairing of the JohnBtowo 
cbnrch by individual churches or 
otherwise will be acknowledged 
through the Evangelist in due 
time.
